It also authorizes, without directing, 
the president to raise volunteer forces 
which Colonel Roosevelt desires to 
take to France, and greatly increases 
the pay of all enlisted men. 

Whether Colonel Roosevelt shall be 
Permitted to raise an expedition now 
rests with President Wilson, It ts be- 
lileved that he probably will postpone 
decision while the draft syatem is be- 
ing put into operation.

Mrs. McClung spoke mostly upon the 
influence which women should haye 
on politics, urging that they act us a 
great, independent body of voters rath- 
r than ally themselves with any pollti- 
eal party. She declared that the 
women of Alberta should support the 
Sifton government out of gratitude for 
what it had done in giving them the 
ballot, if for no other reason, 

The three Liberal candidates for the 
three Edmonton ridings, including 
Mayor Henry, who was nominated 
that evening as the standard bearer 
for the West Edmonton constituency, 
were all on the platform and spoke 
briefly and were well received.

There was no complaint, 
however, in regard to what had been 
done in Edmonton. The position of 
the returned soldier was that. having

plause.) He demanded, as a matter 
of right, preferred treatment. He wa: 
not begging 

The speaker urged the legislation, 
which had been asked from the Do- 
minion Government at the recent 
convention of veterans in Winnipeg 
in respect to the land question. They 
demanded that when a soldier filed 
on a homestead the Dominion Gov- 
ernment should transfer the patent in 
trust to the lrovincial Government. 
The soldier could then take advantage 
of the Cow Bill and other legislation. 
They also demanded the right to a 
homestead and pre-emption anywhere 
in the province for the soldier. "Give 
a quarter section to the Bohunk,” he 
said, ‘and add a quarter more for the 
man who defended the land which 
the Bohunk gets.” (Applause), 

Premier Sifton. 

Premier Sifton, when introduced, 
received a very cordial reception from 
the audience, the applause continuing 
for several minutes. He began in a 
reminiscent vein. “It was just seven 
years ago this month,” he said, ‘since 
he had come tq reside in Edmonton 
and has begun to take some small 
part in looking after the affairs of 
the province. Seven years was not 
a long time in the history of the na- 
tion but sometimes he thought that 
it seemed a pretty long time in the 
life of a man. Indeed, there were oc- 
casions when it appeared to him that 
another seven years will be about 
enough (laughter). 

He pointed out that, In that period 
the population of the province had 
doubied; that the production of the 
coal mines of the province had more 
than doubled; and that the agricul- 
tural products had increased seven- 
fold, from 22,000,000 bushels to 160,- 
000,000 of various products; that the

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four-fold and the railways had in- 
creased three-fold, The C.P.R., dur- 
ing the preceding five years had built 
96 miles of rallway in the province 
and had no intention of building more. 
It was not until the Alberta Govern- 
ment had taken steps to carry out its 
railway policy that the C.P.R. had 
changed its pinion. 
Mile of Railway a Day. 

The opposition had occasionally in- 
sinuated that the Government of the 
country had not always done every- 
thing that rightly and properly should 
have been done in respect to railways, 
but the fact that there were 1505 miles 
of railway in the province seven years 
ago and 4560 miles now was evidence 
that something had been done pro- 
perly. It meant that over a mile a 
day had béen built during the seven 
years. It had been brought about 
absolutely and entirely by the policy 
of the Government of this province, 
(Applause). 

Statements had been made, chiefly 
by the leader of the opposition, that 
only 1700 miles had been built as 
the result of the guarantee given by 
the Gevernment. Admitting, for the 
sake of argument, that this was so, 
there had to be considered the 760 
miles of railways which had been 
bust by the C.P.R., as against the 95 
miles which it had bullt in the five 
years preceding. There must be 
some reason why a great corporation 
like the C.P.R, had changed its mind 
on a policy of this kind. 

The premier pointed out that five 
years ago President Shaughnessy, in 
a report, had admitted that the road 
had been compelled to build out a 
number. of branch railwave which it 
would not otherWise have built be- 
causo western governments had adop- 
ted a policy of assisting other rail- 
way companies. This had compelled 
the C.P.R. to build into terrivry 
which it would otherwise not have 
entered for a considerable time. What 
policy, asked the speaker, was respon- 
sible for that extension but that of the 
Liberal Government? ' 

But more serious charges had been 
made by the leader of the opposition, 
in statements published in the press 
and in speeches and in a blue book 
issued last fall when he thought there 
was going to be an election. The 
premier recommended that everybody 
should read the statement published 
by Mr. Michener fn the Edmonton 
papers a few days ago. They should 
read it over carefully, and see if it 
were worth while to make a change 
in the Government on the basis of 
what Mr. Michener promises to do in 
the unlikely event of his party being 
placed in power. If a man makes a 
promise which It ie impossible to ful- 
fill they then would have an oppor: 
tunity to Judge him beforehand and 
to say whether or not he was fit for 
the position, 


Policy Is Dishonest. 


“T make the direct statement,” sald 
the premier, “that the line of policy 
proposed--I do not refer to the in- 
dividual, I never was in the habit of 
referring to the individual of his 
majesty’s loyal opposition—I say that 
that policy, as a policy, is absolutely 
dishonest and impossible to carry out! 
(Applause). 

“Rut this is not new. I have at- 
tempted many times to instill the first 
principles of finance and accounting 
into the leader of the opposition. I 
have told him things that should be 
intelligible to a school boy, or even to 
the women before they had a vote 
Qaughter). It is all comprised in the 
simple statement that you cannot 
spend the same money more than 
once, 

“Unfortunately, we fiave not been 
able to convince the leader of the 
opposition in Alberta. We find a per- 
sistent misunderstanding running 
through all his platform and through 
all his speeches.” 

The premier said that {t had been 
the habit in the legislature to discuss 
the estimates for about three weeks 
at the beginning of the session, the 
members spending that time in mak- 
ing speeches for the purpose of having 
those speeches go to the electors in 
order to showthat the members have 
been paying some attentjon to their 
duties. The members of the opposi- 
tion had always taken a leading part 
in this discussion. Every time tho 
question of erecting a public build- 
ing had come up, they wanted more 
public bulldings and larger public 
buildings. When the roads were 
mentionea they were always in favor 
of more and better roads. They want- 


ed more and better bridges, more 
municipalities, more school districts, 
more hospitals. Individually, they 


wanted these things for their con- 
stituents, They had no idea of econ- 
omizing. 

But they did not want to impose 
any taxes and they were opposed to 
every bill to raise the revenue by bor- 
rowing money. 

“IT am opposed,” said the speaker, 
“to levying taxation and to borrowing 
for the benefit of those coming after 
us, We want and expect the popu- 
lation of Alberta to double again in 
the next seven years—we want these 
broad prairies to be filled with the 
population that they are entitled to 
support. Then the province will have 
reached its zenith, It will be the 
brightest gem in the empire to which 
we are so proud to belong. Applause). 

Reasons For An Election, 

Taking up the matter of holding an 
election the premier asked: “Why are 
we discussing at the .presqgnt_time as 
to what shall constitute thé govern- 
ment of this country at this time?" 
One reason, he sald, that the five years 
to which the life of the legislature is 
confined by law had now passed. 
Many laws had been passed, many 
things have beer done. The legisia- 
ture represented a very small part of 
the country, and according to Liberal 
ideas it was time to co back to the 
people and see if tney desired to 
change 

“Another reason,” he continued, ‘is 
that since the first of January, 1916 
every Conservetive in public life and 
every Conservative newspaper have 
been talking, incessantly, about hold- 
ing an election in this country. TI 
have come to the conclusion that it 
is better to snend threo weeks In find- 
ing out what the people want than 
to go on for another twelve months 
{in discussing whether or not there 
should be an election and endeavor- 
ing to educate the people up to one 
opinion or another.

REDUCTION REFUSED BY COUNCIL 


Offer Made To Settle With Railw 


Reduce General Assessment 


For Taxes Due But Refuse To 
‘or School Purposes—Other 


Suggestions of Special Committee for 1917 
Assessments Are Adopted. 


The city counct! yesterday practical- 
ly agreed with the whole of the re- 
commendations included in the report 
of the special committee appointed to 


go into the 1917 ssesements along with 
the city aseessor. The committee re- 
commended the adoption of the ussess- 
ments as prepared by the u#sessor with 
certuin alterations us suggested = by 
them, The assessments, as prepared, 
make for reductions varying fron 10 
to 80 per cent throughout the city, 
In cértain cages the committee pro- 
posed further reductions, 

The mombersa fenced a good deal 
over thease, but In the main they were 
agreed to although Ald. MeArthur 
sald that ha thought the whole of the 
assesaments shovid stand, as the as 
seasor had them origipally, and he did 
not think that certain cases should be 
picked out here and there, 

Ald, Grant also sald that ho con- 
sidered the whole work should be left 
In the hands of the assessor and not go 
to a committee at all, 

Asks Ahout (. N, R. Assessment 

“Is it greater than any reduction 
to n private individual?" asked Ald. 
Wilson, referring so the report of 
tho special committee uppointed to 
deal with the application of the C. 
N. R. for a reduction of its assess- 
mont. 

The committee reeommended that 
tho assessment of the uy N, R. of their 
yards on the north aldo of the city and 
now «assessed for school purposes at 
$627,000 he reduced to $360,000 asseus- 
ment for school purposes, conditional 
on the ©. N. R. paymeg and sottiing 
all arrears of taxes due to the clty 
up to the ond of 1916 at the sum of 
$18,608.50, the company to have 16 
days to signify acecptance of the or- 
der, and that they discontinue the 
action now pending against the city 
In respect to the assessment, 

Ald. Douglas, chairman of the-spec- 
lal committee appointed to deal with 
the application, said that the reduction 
was greated than any reduction made 
to a private individual, The charter 
said that the land must be assessed 
a tale te the purpore for which it 
was used, and the railway would not 
use the land to the same extent as 
an individual would bis property. 

Tt was pointed out that in making 
the reduction a comparison had been 
made with the assessment of the C. 
PR 

Compared With ©. P, R. 

Ald, MeArthur demurred at thin, 
ealling attention to the faet that the 
Cc. PP. OR. was asseseed at $550,000 for 
one block only, whereas it was pro 
posed to give the C. N, R. the same 
for 64 neres 

Assessor Walker was asked how the 
vuluation was arrived at, and an- 


swered that the reduction was not 
arrived at by any system of valuation 
of the land. The company came and 
asked if it were possible to make any 
settlement on the lines recommended 

Council went into committee of the 
whole to consider the matter when 
Ald, Grant moved and Ald, Bellamy 
seconded, that the report be not 
adopted, and that the C. N, Ry be tn- 
formed that counctt was willing to 
accept the sum of $18,608 in paymont 
of the arrears and settlement of the 
auction, but that the assessment must 
be dealt with tn the ordinary course 
by the city assessor in accordance with 
the city charter, 

As an amendment Ald. Douglas 
moved that the report be adopted and 
this was seconded by Ald. Bellamy) 
who argued that they could not assess 
rallway yards on the same basis as in- 
dividual lota, 

On being voted upon the amendment 
Waa lost, and the original motion car- 
ried, Aldermen Douglas, Bellamy and 
Martin voting against. 

The voting was confirmed on the 
committee reporting co council.

ITALIAN GRIND 
IN SOME PLACES

BY AUSTRIANS 


Enemy Asserts That 2000 Prison- 
ers Have Been Captured From 
Italians in Fighting on Isonzo 
Front, 


London, May 17,~-An official state- 
ment issued by the Austrian war 
office on Wednesday admits gals for 
he Italians in the fighting on the Ison- 
#0, but claims the repulse of the ma- 
jority of attacks and a total capture of 
2,000 soldiers, The statement says: 

“The tifth day of the Isonzo battle 
was no less violent htan on previous 
ays. The enomy repeatedly and with 
great tenacity sent his masses to the 
attack. Thousands of Itallans were 
sacrificed and ourarms again came 
out of the struggle with coniplete suc- 
cess. 

“Between Ausza and Brenio Canal 
the Itallans gained ground on a sinall 
sector of the Isonzo, but were unable 
to extend their gains. They also 
gained a temporary footing on Mount 
Guk, but were dislodged after fierce 
fighting. Warlier Itattan efforts to 
conquer Monte Stanto and Monte Ga- 
briels ond capture Austrian lnes east 
and southeast of Gorizia failed. The 
nuinber of prisoners brought in by our 
troops was increased to 2,000, includ- 
ing about 69 officers. Increased ar- 
tillery activity is reported in the 
Tyrol.” 

Austrians Counter Attack, 

Rome, May 17, via Lonavn.—Aus 
trian. troops have strongiy counter-at 
tacked the ftallans in positions thes 
have gained in carrying out their of- 
fensive movemert.

London, May 17—In the House of 
Commons yesterday J, 1. MacPherson, 
the under-secretary for war, replying 
to Slr Stephen Collins, said the gov- 
ernment had not received a _ report 
concerning Canadian military can- 
teens. It had been found that the mlli- 
tla department of Canada, while un- 
der Sir Sam Hughes ,had discontinued 
the establishment of wet canteens in 
training camps In the Dominion, but 
permitted their continuance In the 
barracks of permanent corps, In view 
of the general adoption of prohibitior 
it was presumed that wet canteen: 
would not be re-established in training 
camps tn Canada, 

Wet canteens in the Canadian camps 
in England were first Introduced, the 
under-secretary said, at Salisbury 
with the approval of the British arm) 
council ,and at the request of Genera 
Alderson. “TL understand,” he added 
“that this change was made in the in- 
terest of discipline.” 

Asked if any representation had 
been made by Canada on the matter 
the under-secretary replied that he 
nought not.

The latest version is that the G. 
T. P. rails west of Edmonton are 
to be torn up and the ©. N. R. rails 
laid on the G. T, P. right of way. 
The denouement is fairly plain. 
Instead of the Dominion Govern- 
ment taking Sir Williams’ railway 
without paying him for. it, Sir Wil- 
liam is in a fair way to find him- 
self in possession of the G. T. P. 
right-of-way from here to the 
mountains—and it is a fairly safe 
guess that if there is any paying 
to be done the Dominion will have 
to put up the money. Sir William 
is one of the resoureées of the C.N.- 
R, that the Drayton commission 
failed to take into consideration 
when it recommended the Goyern- 
ment to annex the system without 
the formality of settling with the 
owners, 

In his published address to the 
electors of the province, Mr. 
Michener lays stress on the fact 
that provincial elections are being 
held while the country is at war. 
That is true. But neither Mr. 
Michener nor anybouy else has yet 
shown how the holding of provin- 
cial elections will interfere with 
the conduct of military affairs by 
the Dominion Government. Pro- 
vincial elections have been held in 
Manitoba, in British Columbia, in 
Quebec, in Nova Scotia and in New 
Brunswick since the war began, 
and it has not been suggested that 
the war effort of the Dominion 
authorities was in any way ham- 
pered by these local political con- 
tests. Does Mr. Michener really 
suppose that Sir Douglas Haig will 
even know that elections are being 
held in Alberta? Not at all. Mr. 
Michener’s objection to an elec- 
tion at this time is that he does not 
think he can win. 

Mr. Michener is very much dis- 
pleased because, as he says, the 
soldicrs oversea are only to have 
two representatives in the next 
Legislature. But that is not a 
fact. Kleven soldiers who were 
members of the late Legislature 
have been declared members of the 
new House by special Act. With 
the two members to be elected by 
the soldiers and nurses, our men 
and women oversea will therefore 
be represented in the new Legisla- 
ture by 13 out of the 58 members; 
nearly one-quarter of the whole 
House. It is true that while the 
war continues some of these repre- 
sentatives will be absent. But 
their views will be made known to 
their respective party leaders, and 
will certainly be accorded the con- 
sideration due. Besides, at the 
rate Mr, Michener’s friends at Ot- 
tawa are cashiering Liberal soldier 
members of the Legislature, it is 
tolerably clear that there will be a 
contingent of the soldiers’ repre- 
sentatives on hand when the next 
session opens,

A recent medt- 
cal examination cost him about one 
month's pension in lost time .The mey 
who faced the enemy hesitute before 
the loss and inconvenience of medical 
examinations, Ore declared, according 
to the Star's report, that he was aues- 
tioned about bis infury in an English 
hospital by forty-seven different doc- 
tors. Complaints of this nature are 
seldom heard, because the idea is 
abroad, whether well founded or not 
that the man who complains will be 
singled out for adverse treatment. 

A peculiar circumstance has been

Seerecy in public 
affairs is a familiar piece of political 
impertinence—a manifestation of

persons.’ The elected allow them- 
ablves to think it is their own money 
ond their own business they are handi- 
ing. This policy of secrecy was made 
necessary in some cases and aggrava’- 
ed in many unnecessary cases durine 
the war. But with rerard to returned 
soldiers secreey cannot be impose! 
neither can it be excused nor justified 
Without newspaper publicity informe- 
tion regarding all such cases extends 
rapidly to their friends friends, ani 
thus out through widening eireles, it 
cammot be suopressed. even if the 
newanapers should fall short of their 
duty to keep the publie informed, Tf 
these cases represent the treatment vf 
the heroes te whom we owe lasting 
debt, we need not seck farther for an 
explanation of the poor showing in the

Substantial Increases Are Voted 
in Income Taxes of Larger 
Fortunes 


Washington, May 17—The house be- 
gan voting substantial increases in the 
Income taxes in larger fortunes today 
With the prospect that all the great in- 
comes would be taxed much more than 
first proposed to make them bear a 
larger share of the cost of the war, 

Unexpectediy the insurgent move- 
ment, whieh won a vote on the first 
increase yesterday, got support from 
the administration itself, The treasury 
department notified Chairman Kitehin 
of the ways and means committee, 
that the $1,800,000,000 to be raised by 
the war tax bill was a half billion 
short of what the government proba- 
bly would need, 

On the first vote today the House 
raised the surtaxes on incomes hbe- 
tween $60,000 and $80,000 and made tt 
13.75 per cent. instead of 11, as pro- 
posed by the bill. Yesterday it in- 
creased the rate between $40,000 and 
$60,000,
